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THE ROMAN QUESTION. 


THE time is close at hand when the Roman question will pass 
into another, perhaps its final, phase. The Convention of 
September, 1864, binds France to withdraw from the Eternal 
City the last soldier of the army of occupation before the 11th 
of December next. Italy, on her part, has so scrupulously 
observed the engagements to which she pledged herself in that 
diplomatic instrument, and has so loyally accepted the sacri- 
fices it imposed upon her, that even her bitterest foes have been 
unable to detect a flaw in her conduct, It now remains 
for France to discharge the obligations she took upon 
herself by the Convention in the same good faith, Nor 
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is there the slightest ground for the suspicion that France, 
on her part, will be untrue to her word. In fact, she has 
already made considerable progress towards giving it effect. 
The artillery of her army have bid farewell to the Italian 
shores ; of the cavalry very few remain, There are now but 
three battalions of the Emperor’s troops which have not been 
removed, and they are evidently under orders to depart from 
Rome by the appointed day, since they are busy in selling off 
the property they would find it inconvenient to transport, 
and in packing up that which they intend to carry home with 
them. Within three weeks from the present date it may be 
confidently expected the eighteen years’ occupation of Rome 
by the French will have been brought to a final close, and

Pius IX,, the temporal Sovereign of the city and its con- 
tiguous provinces, will be left alone with his subjects. 

As the critical moment approaches, it is not surprising that 
deep excitement should agitate the community whose interests 
are chiefly involved—that the Roman Catholic world should 
watch every turn of events with eager and even anxious ex- 
pectation—that the air should be filled with flying ramours— 
that every movement of important personages should be used, 


| with or without reason, as material for sanguine political 


speculation—and that the social atmosphere of Rome should 
exhibit a profound and oppressive lull, in breathless antici- 
pation of some coming convulsion. No man can foresee what 
is to happen. No man can calculate with any approximation 
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to certainty what will be the issue of that intersection of the 
two political planes, the hour of which is so distinctly laid 
down by authority. The phenomenon differs so greatly from 
any which has hitherto fallen within the world’s experience— 
the forces at work are so peculiar in their nature, and so in- 
tricate in their combinations and their divergences—the 
problem to be solved touches so many and such mighty in- 
terests—that human foresight has to confess its weakness, and 
leave time to disclose what is now hidden in the impenetrable 
depths of obscurity. 

We can do no more, under such conditions, than describe, 
as best we may, the present attitude and probable designs of 
the several parties whom the situation most closely concerns. 
We begin with France, to whose policy and intervention the 
crisis is mainly due, The object of the Emperor has un- 
doubtedly been to harmonise the government of Rome with 
the demands of modern civilisation. It was no part of his 
purpose to depose the Pope from his temporal sovereignty. 
He hoped, rather, so to change the constitution, objects, and 
spirit of his Government, as to put it in accord with 
the prevailing sentiments of European society. It was 
his wish that this reformation should be effected 
from within, and by Papal authority, and with admirable 
patience and self-restraint he has endeavoured to bring 
about this result, At no small expense to France, her troops 
have continued to occupy Rome, to suppress violent revolution, 
to uphold the freedom of the Court and Government, and 
to render possible to the latter many acts which public 

pinion all over the Continent loudly condemned. Again 
and again has the Emperor brought a moral pressure to 
bear upon the Holy Father which, had it been yielded to, 
migh. have averted the difficulties and dangers which now 
beset his sovereignty ; and again and again have his efforts 
been frustrated by that inexorable and fatal non po-sumus. 
The last resource open to Napoleon was that embodied in 
the Convention of 1864. It provided against any disturbance 
of the Pope’s Government by Italy, and by any external force 
that Italy could control, and it pledged the withdrawal of 
the army of occupation within two years from the date of the 
removal of the Italian capital from Turin to Florence. Time 
was thus allowed the Supreme Pontiff to accommodate his 
temporal sovereignty to the necessities of his position. The 
design was well meant ; but the unchangeable character of 
the Papal rule precluded its success. Rome, therefore, will 
presently see the last of the French army and the Pope of 
foreign military protection. 

Italy, as may be gathered from Baron Ricasoli’s two cir- 
culars to the Italian prefects, fully comprehends ber true 
position and her duties. To the Pope, in his spiritual 
capacity, she is anxious to render all due submission—to 
watch over the safety of his person, to minister to bis exalted 
state, to ensure the utmost freedom for the exercise of his 
priestly authority. To the Roman Sovereign she is preparing, 
in conformity with her pledge to France, to secure the most 
efficient protection against any irruption of lawless or revolu- 
tionary elements into his dominions, No pressure from with- 
out will be suffered to impinge upon his Government. Abso- 
lute non-intervention in the internal affairs of the neigh- 
bouring State is the principle which will guide her policy 
and her action. The Pope and his Roman subjects, 
equally cut off from outward assistance, and confined 
to their own respective resources, will be left, as other 
Sovereigns and peoples are left, to adjust their mutual 
differences. If, therefore, the form of government of which 
Pius IX. is the supreme ruler be endowed with sufficient 
vitality to maintain itself—if it have such a command of the 
social forces within the State as will enable it to give prac- 
tical effect to its will—in a word, if it be strong enongh to 
suppress what is antagonistic to it—no foreign Power, much 
less that represented by the name of Victor Emmanuel, will 
interfere to weaken its position, But the same rule which is 
to be applied to the Papal Government will be applied to the 
Roman people. The claims, the rights, the power of both 
parties will have to be settled between themselves, it being 
always understood that the person of the Sovereign, in virtue 
of his pontifical supremacy over the Roman Catholic Church, 
shall be exposed to no indignity. 

The precise way in which the Pope intends to meet and 
deal with the impending crisis can be matter of conjecture 
only. His recent allocution forbids the hope that he will 
invite reconciliation with the kingdom of Italy, or, on terms 
of mutual advantage, transfer to it the burden of temporal 
authority which he has not strength enough to bear. He is 
understood to be unwilling to leave Rome, notwithstanding 
the public intimation he has given that such a step may 
become necessary; nor does it appear in what respect he 
would better his position by expatriating himself, Possibly, 
he will see the wisdom of remaining where he is, and 
passively enduring what he feels himself precluded from 
sanctioning by his assent. Forcible resistance to constitutional 
change he can hardly contemplate. The Antibes Legion, 
thinned by desertions, would prove but a sorry substitute for 
the French troops; and the sinews of war are not at his 
command, One can see no tangible means by which his 
sovereignty can be preserved ; and it is rumoured that the 
Holy Father himself sees none, and therefore places his faith 
in some miraculous interposition for his deliverance, 

As to the Roman people, disciplined as they are by a com- 
mittee in which they have unlimited confidence, they await 
the crisis with a calm and resolute spirit, Those persons 
who know them best entertain but little fear that they 
will break out into disorder, or precipitate by violence the 
solution of the problem. They can afford to wait, and it 
is not unlikely that they will wait, for a fitting opportunity to 
assert their will, About what that will is there is not « 





shadow of a doubt. To merge the principality of Rome in the 
kingdom of Italy, to share the privileges and be governed by 
the laws which are common to their brethren of the Italian 
nation, is at once their ambition and their fixed determination, 
They assert their right to dispose of themselves as the people 
of other provinces of the peninsula have done. That they will 
compass the end they have in view is tolerably certain ; that 
they may be able to do so without real injury to any of the 
parties concerned, and especially without provoking a conflict 
beyond their own borders, must be the wish of every enlightened 
friend to liberty, order, and progress,

The Lora Mayor said it ongbt to be made 
known to the public that subscriptions were still urgently needed, and 
promptitude would doubly benefit the sufferers. 


The annual general court of governors and subscribers to 
the Warehouremen am! Clerks’ Schools for Orphan and Necessitous Children 
was held, on Tuesday evening, at the Guildhall Coffee house. The chair was 
occupied by Mr. R. White, deputy-chairman. During the past year £3398 
had been received for general purposes, showing an increase of annual sub- 
scriptions, as compared with any former year, of £181. The expenditure 
had been £1158.

The usual reports were 
presented and accepted. and a discussion arose upon a resolution proposing to 
alter three of the rules affecting voting for the admission of children to the 
schools. For the future a donation of ten guineas will make the dovor a life 
govern Tr, with the privilege of two votes; a donation of five guineas, a lise 
member with one vote ; a yearly subscription of one guinea, a governor with 
two votes; and a vearly subscription of f a guinea, a member with one 
vote—in each case a vote being allowed for each subscription. 


Dr. Letheby presented his quarterly report on the sanitary 
condition of the City at the weekly meeting of the Commicsioners of Sewers, 
held at Guildball, on Tuesday.

LAW AND POLICE, 





The Law Times gives the following version of the question 
of etiquette which has troubled Mr. Coleridge, who was retained for the pro- 
secution of Mr, Eyre, not, as it is said, in the proper form, as in the case of 
Regina v. Eyre, but in the name of the prosecutor (whoever he may be) v. 
Eyre. A retainer was afterwards sent by the defendant in the proper desig- 
nation of Regina v. Eyre. Which was operative? The defendants con- 
tended that Smith (prosecutor) v. Eyre was not the same caee as Regina v. 
Eyre, for in all criminal cases the Queen is the prosecutor, and the only pro- 
secutor recognised by law, and therefore the retainer for Smith (or whoever 
it was) v. Eyre was no retainer at all in Regina v. Eyre, and as a consequence 
the retainer received for the defendant was good. As is usual in such cases, 
this doubtful point of professional etiquette was referred to the Attorney- 
General, who has decided that the retainer for the prosecution was informal 
and invalid, and therefore that the retainer for the defendant was obligatory. 
Mr. Edward James, Q.C., will conduct the prosecution, 


In the Court of Queen’s Bench, on Wednesday, the question 
was settled whether the office of president of St. Bartholomew's Hospital 
was vested solely in the Corporation of London, and was confined to the Lord 
Mayor for the time being, or an Alderman who had passed the chair, and 
thus reached the mysterious civic dignity of “grey cloak.” The question 
was rai-ed during the mayoralty of Mr. Alderman Rose, when the donation 
governors elected the late Mr. Cubitt, who had at the time ceased to be even 
an Alderman. The Court unanimously gave judgment in favour of the dona- 
tion governors and against the exclu-ive right claimed by the Lord Mayor. 
Aldermen, and Common Council of London. 


In the Bail Court, yesterday week, Mr. Tom Taylor brought 
an action against the proprietor of a theatre at Stockport, named Holloway, 
for the performance of “ The Ticket-of-leave Man” without the consent of 
the author. The defendant pleaded that he had the consent. The jury 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 40s., the amount of the penalty. The 
learned Judge granted execution in two days. 


The Irish Court of Common Pleas gave judgment, on 
Thursday week, in the case of the clergyman who sought release from custody 
on the ground that he had been arrested when returning from a visitation 
held by the Archbishop of Armagh. The Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Keogh held, with the Judges of the Queen's Bench, that the clergyman was 
privileged from arrest, on the ground that he was legally bound to attend at 
the visitation, and could be punished by the Court of Visitation for non- 
attendance, which constituted an act of contempt. Mr. Justice Christian 
entertained a different opinion, but did not formally dissent from the order 


fur the release of the defendant. Mr. Justice O'Hagan expressed his con- 
currence in the opinion of Judge Christian. 


A number of important cases came, on Wednesday, before 
the different Judges of the Central Criminal Court. The trial of Mr. Waters, 
steward of the Earl of Shaftesbury, for embezzlement, was postpoved for a 
year; and even theu the accused is not to come up unless he receives notice, 
This course was taken with the consent of Lord Shaftesbury, against whom, 
in reference to the steward's claims, proceedings are pending in the Court of 
Chancery.——David Benjamin was convicted of a highway robbery in Cannon- 
street, accompanied by much viclence. He was sentenced to penal servitude 
for seven years. The persons charged with manslaughter at the recent 


sparring-match were acquit‘ed.—RLKicbard Joshua Davis, clerk to Maybew, 
the person charged with perjury committed in order to get jurors excused, 
was tried on an indictment for conspiracy to d fraud, and found guilty. It 
transpired thet Mayhew was too iil to take his trial, which was in conse- 


quence postponed to the January Sessions, and sentence on Davis was deferred. 

The case of the police-constable Matthew Hayes, who is 
charged with wilful and corrupt perjury, was resumed, in the Central Criminal 
Court, on Thursday morning. The Recorder, in summing up, called the 
attention of the jury to all the material facts of the case, and said that 
the principal question for the jury to decide was whether the two joung 
men, Dye and Pearce, were apprehended in Gloncester-crescent or whetber 
this statement was entirely fale, and that they were, as was repre- 
sented on behalf of the pro-ecution, actually apprehended in Eversholt- 
street, and had nothing whatever to do with the offence that was 


alleved against them. He then went very carefully over the evidence on 
both sides, and concluded by leaving the case ‘n the hands of the jury. The 
jury retired at twenty-five minutes past eleven to deliberate upon their 
verdict. They returned inte court a few minutes before one, and gave a 
verdict of “Guilty.” Mr. Williams said he did not propose to offer any 


evidence upon the charge of conspiracy. Mr. Cooper said he should elect to 
be tried upon that churge; aud the matter stood over to con<ider what 
further steps should be taken. In the mean time sentenve was deferred.

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THE news from America, though important, contains nothing 
for which we were unprepared, It had long been known that 
in the great electoral struggle victory would be ranged on 
the side of the antagonists of President Johnson—those who 
are called the Republican party. We have on former occasions 
noted the gradual but decisive change of feeling in regard to 
the President, and have pointed out some of the agencies 
which mainly induced that change. At a time when various 
writers, English and American, were disposed to bear hardly 
upon the men who headed the opposition to Mr. Johnson, we 
ventured to remind our readers that there was not, in our 
opinion, sufficient heed given, at all events here, to the terrific 
sacrifices, in life and in gold, which the Federals generally had 
made for the maintenance of principle. Had these been taken 
more adequately into account, we think that the situation of 
American affairs would have been better understood, and that 
the stubborn resistance of a very large number of the Federals 
to any measures which they believed were calculated to 
diminish the value of their dearly-bought successes would 
have been more respectfully treated. We have some satis- 
faction in recurring to what we then advanced ; but now that 
the Republican force has come down, “like Cedron in flood,” 
there will be no want of admiration for the conquerors. 

The triumph of the Republicans is, indeed, complete. A 
single fact will show what it has been better than any general 
statement. When the war was fiercest, and all the Abolitionists 
were naturally exerting their utmost influence—when, in fact, 





party carried 130 members, and the Democrats thirty-three, 
Now that the war is over and the South crushed, and the 
struggle is between those who would chain down the late Con- 
federates and give votes to the negroes and those who are for 
a tenderer policy, the former have 128 members to thirty-five 
on the side of the latter. It may be said, therefore, that the 
American mind is far more sternly made up on the question 
than it was in the days of the war, when not to be an enemy 
of the South was not to be an American citizen at all. To 
contest further and to seek to misinterpret such an expression 
of the national will, in a country where numerical majority 
is accepted as absolute, is utterly out of the question. 
In England, where we do not sacrifice to mere arithmetic, 
and where we take into consideration the status and 
the education of politicians as well as their numbers, 
we might hold that it was the duty of a true statesman, if he 
saw political danger menacing his country from blind 
obedience to the popular will, to set himself at the head of 
the thoughtful few and try to lead the thoughtless many into 
aright course, But in the United States it is avowed as part 
of the Constitution that all men are equal in all respects, and 
therefore the battle is, we conceive, over. A mystic me:sage 
by the Atlantic telegraph seems to imply that the President is 
negotiating. 

It is not the time to consider whether Mr. Johnson's conduct 
has contributed to his defeat. Itis urged by many that his 
impetuous speeches and fierce denunciations, during the 
Chicago tour, brought thousands of votes to his antagonists. 
We are surprised the Americans should care to make such an 
allegation. What a scorching satire it is upon universal 
suffrage! A line of policy, distinct and avowed, is laid 
down by the head of the State ; and of those who believe it 
to be wise and just thousands desert him, merely becauce he de- 
livers some unwise speeches in support of his views. We doubt 
whether the English admirers of American institutions will be 
particularly grateful for this illustration cf the value of mass- 
opinion, It may be just, however, so far as it goes, for ther 
are many foolish persons both in this island and in the great 
Republic whoare guided, politically, by very inadequate reasons. 
But we do not believe that Mr. Johnson's defeat is mainly 
due to any suchcause. We believe that the class who are now 
called Republicans have thought and felt too deeply during 
the hideous war not to have come to resolutions which may 
be severe, but which cannot be deemed unnatural. We do 
not realise to ourselves what the North has suffered. We 
have been told again and again of the sorrows of the South : of 
slaughtered men, of flying women, of burning homesteads, of 
wasted provinces. But the victors have been too proud to 
make much parade of their losses. Yet how many thousand 
families in the North are still in mourning for some whom 
they loved? We are not told of these griefs; but shall we be 
told, with the war-returns before us, that they do not enter 
profoundly into the elements of the political strife which has 
succeeded to the war? Will the American who has given his 
son’s life to the cause of freedom fail to give his vote against 
aught that may tend to an issue which shall cause that life to 
have been thrown away? We are not judging the strife. It may 
be that in England there is a strong opinion that conciliatory 
action would better heal the wounds of the Union thax the 
harsh legislation which will now be carried out, It may be 
that the Americans understand the question—and the men 
they have to deal with—better than we do; but it is absurd 
not to recognise the true influence which has told upon this 
great struggle, and it is insulting to our American brethren 
to suppose that men who were sufficiently in earnest to give 
life and treasure to a cause are not in earnest when they are 
securing, as they think, the fruits of the victory. 

It will go hard with the South. But such are the chances 
of war, and there is no drawing stakes when the die is cast. 
We do not know that the Confederates will derive any con- 
solation from the study of English history ; but, if they look 
into our records, they will find that, when England has bad 
a revolt to deal with, she has never been very gentle with 
those who have-forced her to strike. She bas made her maik 
upon Royalists in one age, Jacobites in another; and there are 
later examples, to which she will probably make one tremendous 
addition, should Fenianism break out in arms. At the worst, the 
South will have but political humiliation to undergo, for we 
do not bear that military executions and wholesale con- 
fiscations are threatened. But, doubtless, it is a case of 
v@ victis, unless some extraordinary generalship on the part of 
President Johnson shall at once conciliate the overwhelming 
majority against him in the North, and arrange merciiul terms 
for the crushed confederacy of the South,

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of the Right Hon. Lady Grace Gore, of Brunswick- 
square, Brighton, was proved, in the London Court, on the 6th inst., by her 
deughter, Martha Elizabeth Gore, the sole executrix. The personalty was 
sworn under £35,000. Her Ladyship was the daughter of Barry, first Earl 
of Farnham, and the relict of Sir Ralph St. George Gore, Bart., who died in 
1842. Her Ladyship died June 19, 1866, at Horsham Park, aged ninety-four, 
having executed her will June 10, 1857. The trustees therein appointed are 
Frederick Dundas and Charles Fox, Esqs. Her Ladyship has bequeathed ber 
residence and the furniture to her two daughters for life, and then to her son, 
Sir St. George Gore, Bart., to whom she bas bequeathed all her plate, 
Her Ladyship has also left to her twodaughters the interest of £12,000, or an 
annuity of £600; the principal sum will, after the decease of the survivor, 
devolve to her grandson, the second son of Sir St. George Gore, or, if there 
should be po such son living, then to the daughters of her said son St. George. 
There are legacies and annuities to friends, and also to her servants. 


The will of Sir Gilbert East, Bart., was proved in London, on 
the 10th inst., by his mother, Dame Marianne Frances Clayton East, the sur- 
viving executrix. The personalty was sworn under £12,000. Sir Gilbert died 
on Aug. 12, at the age of forty-three, being accidentally drowned at the pier 
at Ryde, in the Isle of Wight. His will, which is very brief, was executed in 
1864, and is as follows ;—*“ This is the last will and testament of me, Sir 
Gilbert East Gilbert East, of Hall Place, Berks. I devise and bequeath all 
my real and personal estate to my son Gilbert Augustus absolutely. I ap- 
point my mother, Lady Clayton East, and my brother, Charles William, execu- 
tors of my will and guardians of all my children during their minority. I 
revoke all former wills. Dated Jan. 25, 1864. Witnessed by C. R. 
Williams and William Cox, 62, Lincoln's Inn-fields.” 


The will of Peter Arkwright, Esq., of Willersley, Derby- 
shire, was proved in London, on the 5th inst., by bis soms, Frederick, Alfred, 
James, and John, the joint acting executors. The personalty was sworn 
under £800,000, The will bears date Feb. 4, 1859, with two codicils, the first 
dated in 1865, and the last Aug. 23, 1866, and he died on the 19th of September 
following, aged eighty-two. will is of considerable length, and contains 
many liberal bequesta, chiefly to the immediate members of bis family.

The Life of David Roberts, R.A. Compiled from his journals and 
other sources, by James Ballantine. (Edinburgh rob ad ym Charles 
Black.) Soon after the sudden death (exactly two years ago) of 
David Roberts, it was announced that the painter had left a 
manuscript journal of t interest, containing also pen-and-ink 
sketches of almost all pictures. This journal, together with 
pyr am and other en has, for the purpose o' 
a biography, been placed e hands of Mr. James Ballantine. 
self an Trtiet and an old friend of the deceased 

is the handsome quarto under notice. is illus- 
trated by facsimiles of some of Roberts’s rough pen-and-ink 
sketches of his pictures, and includes a few etchings (not before 
published) of Scotch antiquities. In these last the painter is not seen 
to advantage. Of all modes of artistic expression etching is the 
least adapted for conveying Roberts's essential and best charac- 
teristics.

intimated, the book is principally autobiographical, and, as such, 
| it great, varied, and peculiar interest, Among the 
generally uneventful lives of artists, a career and adventures similar 
| to those of David Roberts are, even in these days, exceptional ; and 
| the story of them as told in the journal and no less characteristic 

letters now before us is almost unique. Not merely is the instance of 
“ self help” here narrated remarkable in itself, but the narrator gives 
his self-delineation—of the man rather than of the artist—with a 
simple frankness of the rarest kind, and, indeed, when lightly describ- 
ing early struggles, with a childlike unaffectedness that is positively 
touching. As far as may be judged from their res ive auto- 
biographies, not Benvenuto Cellini, certainly not Haydon, and 
scarcely Bernard Palissy himself, fought more resolutely to sur- 
mount their besetting difficulties. What a contrast, however, in 
other respects between the characters of the first two and that of 
David Roberts! Few of us knew before this volume was pub- 
lished the whole facts of his early life; but not man

now will fully estimate the important part he played Hterally 
on the stage as well as off in quickening the modern arche- 


ological sentiment, and in the revival of a due appreciation 
of mediwval architecture. Connoisseurs may differ as to the 
merits of his pictures (particularly those of later date), but all 
must hold in respectful remembrance the painter who chiefly opened 
up the picturesque riches of Spain, and the first British artist who 
brought home pictorial records of the Hely Land long before all 
Syria was “ handbooked ” or scampered over and described by popular 
bookmakers. Pre-Raphaelites and their parti-ans may rage inst 
Roberts's breadth of style, his license in composition, his arbitrary 
chiaroscuro, and his conventional figures; yet even they must 
acknowledge an enthusiasm and energy, a patience and perse- 
verance—ay, and even a fidelity and consistency within the artist's 
aim—equal to their own.

The Oberland and its Glaciers Explored and Illustrated with Ice-axe 
and Camera. by H. B. George, M A., F.R.G.S. ; with photographs 
by Ernest Edwards, B.A. (A. W. Bennett.)

That no rent 
and no landlord suggest no roof over your head; that no 
tax-collectors imply no luxuries, or even comforts, and no 
civilised community to tax; and that the free use of water 
and gas merely means that you must find your own or go without, 
that you may run some little risk of dying of thirst, and that the 
only light to guide you through the midnight forest may be the un- 
certain blaze of a flickering torch aided by the angry glare of a 
panther’s eyes, wonld scarcely enter into one’s head. Nor would in- 
experience of firearms appear an obstacle. Such, too, is the 
bruta'ising effect of income tax that one would not be so 
much shocked perhaps as pleased to read that a wife “would 
be one too many in the woods.” Indeed, under whatever result 
of civilisation one may be suffering at the time when Captain Flack’s 
book comes to hand, there is at least momentary relief to be found 
in the pernsal. In fancy one gives up the daily struggle for daily 
bread ; dispels the accursed hunger after gold; urges the gallant 
mustang over the flowery prairie; watches the thousands of wild 
fowl careering above the placid waters, whereon gigantic lilies float; 
sees many a wild beast come to drink—the panther, the bear, the 
hog, the deer ; has no companion save trusty dogs and trusty gun, 
or, maybe, of comrades two or three; kills for himself his own 
= and cooks for himself in homely fashion savoury meat such as 
saac loved. Hunter, naturalist, traveller, sportsman, and reader 
who yearns after a life in the woods are all appealed to by Captain 
Flack. He bas something to say out the large and the small, 
about the fierce and the timid: he _oges from the bnge buffalo to 
the tiny bee, from the ferocious “painter” to the nervous hare. He has 
anecdotes amusing, instructive, and tinged with romance; noris the 
horrible missing, as some stories of rattlesnakes wil! bear us witness. 
And if some of his tales should try one’s belief, trials of belief are our 
lot in the world; and the author often writes on the authority of 
others, But there is in the book nothing more striking than the 
manner in which the superiority of man over animals is shown. 
Animals may, as some cynics have asserted, have larger souls, and 
larger hearts, and larger minds than men; but men—even red 
men—have far more intelligence and cunning than animals. 
The practised hunter and sportsman will not only discern 
at an incredible distance the twinkle of a quivering ear or 
the flash of a ring eye amongst the foliage, but will 
lure on to death the bull-moose by imitating the lowing of 
the cow, or the turkey-cock by imitating the cluck of the hen; but 
we do not find that any animal has hit upon the exquisite art of 
destroying man by an appeal to his tenderest affections. After this 
there is something ludicrous in the epithet which is applied to 
certain peccaries : they had caused Captain Flack to take refuge in 
a tree, and they kept him up so long that he calls them his 
“vindictive gaolers.” Perhaps, if they had read Jnvenal, they 
might each have taunted Captain Flack with, “ubi tu pulers, 
ego vapulo tantym,” as his notion of true sport. Captain 
Flack has enriched his book with a very useful appendix “as a guide 
to the expenses of a trip, and to the haunts where each kind of beast 
and bird may be found;” and he concludes with the significant 
remark, “I can say that my gun kept me, for many long years. in 
meat, clothes, and money, whilst I enjoyed uninterrupted health.” 
Love and Duty, By the Author of “ Basil St. John.” (Edinburgh : 
Edmonston and Douglas.) This is the first time, so far as our recol-

THE WINTER EXHIBITIONS. 

Tr is due to the Institute of Painters in Water Colours to supple- 
ment the necessarily cursory notice of its wimter exhibition already 
given by a few additional remarks, The observation, then, which to 
many will perhaps occur most frequently upon examination of this 
the society's first collection of studies and sketches, is, that in these 
productions several painters are more favourably represented than 
in their finished drawings. It must not, however, be hastily inferred 
that the slighter performances are, per se, and in all cases, preferable, 
as from their fascinating superficiality they may be apt to “p ar. 
Their superiority, where real, is doubtless sometimes referable to 
their having been executed when the respective artists were in the 
fuller enjoyment of their powers. 

It has already been said that Messrs. M‘Kewan, Whymper, and 
Bennet specially distinguish themselves. We would now add that 
the sketches by Mr. M‘Kewan of “Stonesay Castle, Shropshire ” 
(417), and “The Gate-house” (392) of the same picturesque old 
building, are particularly noteworthy for a power of treatment and 
a grandiose impressiveness seldom seen in water colours. A study 
by the same artist at “Nasworth, Cumberland” (325), with some 
fine old trees in the foreground, has, with a facile grace of style 
reminding us of J. D. Harding, a robustness and freedom from con- 
ventionality never found in that popular painter's works. Mr. 
Whymper, besides his fresh and delightfully spirited sketches of 
woodland and farmed-land scenery, has a sketch of “ Benfield 
Creek, Essex” (822), which exemplifies the artist’s rare 
skill in expressing long level reaches of sand and shoal water 
by subtle and apparently endless gradations. Mr, Bennet, in addi- 
tion to his remarkably broad and vigorous studies of oaks, exhibits 
sketches of the sea in wild action—a class of subjects in which he 
is seldon: seen, but which are very congenial to his power of hand 
and rapidity of execution. It is hard to say where legitimate 
artistic license ends and artificiality begins in the lovely little 
pictures, in the shape of finished studies, by Mr. Leitch; but that 
the artist can record an incidental and not very pictorial effect in 
nature without any attempt at composing for effect is shown in 
the level canopy of rain-clouds in the view of a “Mill near 
West Drayton” (101). Mr. W. Deane’s view in the interior of St. 
Maclou, Rouen (834), has extremely mellow breadth of tone; and in 
landscape also this artist is seen to little disadvantage. Mr. J.C. 
Reed has, forsaking the Welsh rivers and mountains by which he is 
almost exclusively known, contributed sketches of the upper 
reaches of the Thames, which have new and appropriate qualities, 
reminding us of the simple charm of truth in Mr. G. Fripp’s draw- 
ings from the same neighbourhood, In Mr. Hine’s studies similar

a monotonous feebleness of effect. Some of 
Mr. Absolon’s rustic sketches have a degree of fulness and richness 
surpassing the rather flimsy attactiveness of recent drawings. The 
vacuity chargeable to some of Mr. Vacher’s sketches is more than 
compensated in that of the “Isola San Giulio Lago d’Orta,” by the 
great beauty of its haze of colour. All Mr. Mogford’s coast scenes 
deserve attention, but specially noticeable for their brilliant sunni- 
ness are a view near the nd’s End (335) and “ Afterncon— 
Hastings Beach” (4°8). The following sketches or studies are like- 
wise commended to the visitor in addition to those already named— 
viz., the Landscape and Cottage Interior sketches by Mr. W. Lucas, 
as well as the figure-subjects by him ; “ Swiss Cottage, Cassiobury, 
Watford ” (164), by Mrs. W. Oliver ; a snow scene, “ Bringing Home 
the Yule Log” (48), by Mr. E. G. Warren: “ Lych Gate, near Seven- 
oaks,” by Mr. W. L. Thomas; “ Briavel’s Castle, Forest of Dean— 
Twilight” (80)— a charcoal drawing, impressive and large in style ; 
“Corridor of the Colisseum, Rome,” by Mr. Cromek; “Bishop 
Lloyd's House at Chester” (265), by Mr. Boys ; sketches in Cumber- 
land and elsewhere, by Mr. Fahey; animal subjects, by Mr. 
Harrison Weir ; and flowers, by Mrs. Duffield. 

The critic's task—always arduous enough—has lately been ren- 
dered additionally onerous, not only by the unprecedented number 
of winter exhibitions, but by the opening of so many of them to- 
gether. Moreover, our embarrassment is further complicated by the 
yearly-increasing difficulty of finding a principle whereby to decide 
among the various claimants what is or is not a bona fide exhibition. 
The dealers are everywhere ; and even a review of the picture-chow 
at the Academy must, as we have before observed, necessarily in- 
clude a notice of much of their property. Our readers are aware 
that some of the best exhibitions of this winter season (the proper 
harvest-time of art, as it would almost appear to have become) have 
been gathered by picture-dealers ; and as these collections comprise, 
in whole or in part, works new to the public, even the less important 
of such collections seem to demand to be at least chronicled at our 
bands, although we may be unable in certain instances to say what 
proportion of their several contents are or are not the contributions 
of the artists. To decline altogether to take cognisance of these non- 
corporate exhibitions would nowadays be almost as unjust as for the 
musical or dramatic critic to refuse to notice the performance of singer 
or actor who came before the public under engagement to a manager.

The direction of this necessarily long, delicate, and respon- 
sible task was undertaken and conducted, at much expenditure of 
valuable time, by Mr. Richmond, whose knowledge of ancient art 
and experience as a portrait-painter eminently qualified him for its 
safe performance, aided by Mr. H. Merritt’s practical acquaintance 
with the resources of the picture-cleaner. During the various opera- 
tions it was found that by the successive coatings (none of them 
more than 150 years old) cf bungling and dishonest “ restorers’ the 
original picture had not only been completely hidden, but also falsified 
in almost every particular. Features and expression had been altered ; 
the eyes, eyebrows, and hair were of another colour ; the state robes, the 
crown, sceptre, and various ornaments were widely different. Even 
the raised diaper of the background proved to be a false addition, 
though possibly added as early as the time of the Tudors. The real 
old Gothic portrait, painted in tempera, and apparently fiom the life, 
about the year 1390, is now revealed in an almost perfect state of 
preservation! “We now have,” using Mr. Scharf's own words, “a 
delicate pale picture ; carefully modelled forms, with a placid and 
almost sad expression of countenance; grey eyes, partially lost under 
heavy lids, Mn yellow eyebrows, and golden-brown hair. These latter 
points fully agree with the King’s profile in the well-known little 
tempera diptych at Wilton, belonging to the Earl of Pembroke. The 
long thin nose accords with the bronze effigy of the King in West- 
minster Abbey ; whilst the mouth, hitherto smiling and ruddy, has 
become delicate but weak, and drooping in a curve, as if drawn down 
by sorrowful anticipations even in the midst of pageantry. Upon 
the face there is a preponderance of shadow, composed of soft brown 
tones, such as are observable in early Italian paintings of the 
Umbrian and Sienese schools executed at a corresponding period.” 
We may add that this is not only the earliest portrait of an English 
king still preserved, but probably also the most important example 
of fourteenth-century painting executed in this country now in 
existence, 

The preliminary exhibition of architectural drawings proposed 
for exhibition at Paris next year will be held in the galleries at 
South Kensington lately occupied by the collection of National 
Portraits, and will open to the public on the 12th. of next month. 
From its contents the committee of selection will choose such works 
as they recommend should be forwarded to Paris. 

A more central site has been found for the instructive collection of 
casts known as the Architectural Museum, which was long in the 
South Kensington Museum. A building is to be erected for its 
reception in Westminster, close to the Abbey and Great Smith-street. 

Mr. Edmund Sharpe, the Egyptological scholar, has presented to 
the British Museum a statue, about 4ft, high, of the son of 
Rameses II. 

Mrs. Martha Beaumont has presented to the National Gallery 
(British school) a fine half-length portrait group, by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, of two gentlemen in Vandyke dresses. The picture is in 
good condition, and is entitled “ Portraits of Two Gentlemen.” 

Mr. J. P. Knight, R.A., for many years secretary to the Royal 
Academy, has lately resigned his post on account of ill-health. The 
resignation, however, does not preclude that gentleman's return to 
office on his hoped-for recovery. But, should this expectation un- 
happily prove delusive, it is understood that the secretaryship will 
in future be given to some gentleman unconnected with the Academy, 
either as member or associate, and the office will in that event, of 
course, be stripped of the great and peculiar powers it has hitherto 
conferred. 

Mr. Abraham Cooper, the animal-painter, has tendered his re- 
signation as R.A., and retires to the new class of Honorary Acade- 
micians, 


The 130th session of the Society of Arts began on Wednes- 
day, when the opening address was delivered by Sir Thomas Phillips, Q.C., 
Fos, chairman of the council, and the medals awarded by the council at 
the close of last session were presented.

THE HURON AND ONTARIO SHIP CANAL. 


THE construction of a ship canal between Georgian Bay, Lake 
Huron, and Lake Ontario, saving the tedious circuit of the penipsula 
of Western Canada and the Falls of the St. Clair, is an enterprise of 
great commercial importance, which has now, it seems, been prac- 
tically commenced. We publish an Illustration of the scene at the 
first breaking of ground for this gigautic work, in the township of 
Vaughan, near Torento—the ceremony being performed by the 

resident of the company, Mr. Frederic ©. Capreol, assisted by Mr. 
Thea Graham and other directors ; and by the contractors, Messrs. 
J. and Co, 

The canal will be in two divisions: firstly, from Lake Huron to 
Lake Simcoe, about twenty-nine miles in length, with a rise of 
130 ft. ; then there will be about twenty-three miles of deep-water 
navigation, through Lake Simcoe, from which the second portion 
of the canal, to Lake Ontario, will be about forty-seven miles in 
length, having a fall of 470 ft. 

Some idea may be formed of the magnitude of the proposed work 
from the fact that the earth excavatiun will exceed fifty millions of 
cubic yards. This canal will shorten the distance by water between 
the immenee territories of the great West, abounding in mineral 
and agricultural wealth, and the seaboard, by something like 500 
miles ; and it will enable seagoing vessels to pass from the ports of 
Europe to Chicago, at the head of Lake Michigan, the centre of 
trade collected from an area of about 500,000 square miles of the 
finest grain- region in the world. It will also open an

Our Special 
A;:tist, who was sent to Russia expressly for this occasion, has fur- 
nished us with a series of Illustrations, several of which appear in 
this Number, whilst others are being engraved for next week's 
publication, ‘ ; 

The Chapel Royal of the Winter Palace is a hall of moderate 
dimensions, in the French style of the last century. White walls, 
copiously studded with bronze garlands, festoons, and diminutive 
angels, Lapart to it a courtly rather than a religious air. To this part 


of the church, destined for the congregation, and, like all orthodox | 


places of worship, entirely devoid of stalls and seats, is joined 
a dome containing the altar. It is of considerable height and sepa- 
rated by a gilded screen from another dome, the interior of which is 
only descried through the aperture of the Royal doors. A low 
arched colonnade, appearing immediately behind the doors and 
leading into the mystical depths of the lower dome, has a peculiarly 
solemn effect, from the grandeur and width of the adjoining portion 
of the church, In the first dome, which, according to the orthodox 
architecture, is the church proper, the clergy were already in 
attendance. At their head was the Archbishop Metropolitan of 
Novgorod and St. Petersburg, than whom there is only one greater 
ecclesiastic—the Archbishop of Moscow—in the empire. With him 
were four other Bishops, old men all, wearing the silver tiaras and 
ample mantles of their rank, Archpriests, with uncovered heads, 
| long flowing hair reaching to the shoulder, stood beside them, in 
violet cloaks ; other priests were stationed in the background. 

The approach of the marriage procession was announted by the 
firing of , followed by the entrance of the masters of cere- 
monies, the chamberlains, and the various officials of the Court in 
due snecession. The Emperor and Em came in, preceded by 


Count Schuvaloff, the Grand Maréchal. Hig Majesty was in the 
uniform of a General, and led his consort to the Metropolitan 
standing in the centre of the church to receive them, As the aged 


dignitary slowly and gently waved his cross to and fro the Emperor 
stoo to kiss t! mn of salvation, and to cross himeelf on fore- 
cad ond chest with holy water. The Empress repeated the sacred 
rite, and placed herself beside her husband. The Crown Prinee 
Czarewitch was the next to enter, to kiss, bow, and cross himself 
in accordance with the devout forms of the Church. After him walked 
in Princess Dagmar, or, as she has been latterly called, the Orthodox 
Grand Duchess Maria Feodorowna of All the Russias. Her 
face Was flushed with excitement, and in her eye shone confident the 
hope of future happiness. On her dark locks rested a crown of 
priceless diamonds, graceful and light as a wreath or a chaplet of 
flowers. A sttperb brooch, if a jewel covering nearly the whole 
upper part of the bodice can be called so, glistened on her breast. 
Her robe was of white moire antique, and her train, carried by four 
chamberlains, of crimson velvet, trimmed with ermine, She kissed 
the cross offered her by the Archbishop, which graceful action is 
the subject of the Illustration on our front page, 

Their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales, the Crown Prince of 
Prussia, and the Prince of Denmark entered next. Then came 
the younger sons of the Emperor, Princes Vladimir, Alexis, 
Serge, and Paul, the Grand Duke Constantine and his consort, 
with their children, and after them the other Princes and Princesses 
of the blood closed the Royal part of the procession. All went 
through the same ceremony of kissing the cross offered them by the 
Metropolitan. He bowed lovingly down to the little children as 
they went up to him one after the other, and, when the last of them 
had made Cpeleanee before the cross, returned with his clergy to 
the altar, The Imperial family and their Royal guests then like 
wise proceeded to the centre of the church, the remaining members 








of the procession, as they came in, disposing themselves in the 
entrance-hall. 

The “ Office of the Matrimonial Coronation” in the Greek Church 
is a very elaborate ceremony. The Metropolitan began the service, 
which was entirely in the Sclavonic, or old Russian, language, by 
intening a psalm, between each verse of which the choir sung an 
entipboa, “ Glory be to Thee, our God ; glory be to Thee.” During 


the chanting of this anthem the bride and bridegroom were con- 
cuected to their priedieu chairs “in the b dy of the church,” before 
the holy or Royal doors which lead into the sanctuary, whither 
nove go but the priests to offer the Holy Eucharist on the altar. 
The anthem being finished, the Metropolitan said, “ Alexander 
Alexandrowitch, hast thou a good and unrestrained will, and firm 
intention, to take unto thee to wife this woman Maria Feodorowna, 


whom thou seest here before Czarewitch an

“Hast thou not promised any other man?” and the brick om 
answered, “I have not promised ar er.”

1d then the Deacon asked the Metropolitan to give the benediction, 
which was pronounced in this form, “ Blessed be the Kingdom of 
ibe Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, now and for 
ever, even unto ages of ages,” and the choir chanted an Amen. 
The Deacon then said the ectinia, a species of “ bidding prayer,”

now joined together in holy wedlock, and for their salvation.” The 


ectinia ended with the sentence, “ In remembrance of our most holy, 
most pure. most blessed and glorious Lady, the Mother of God, and 
ever Virgin Mary, with all saints, we commend ourselves and each 
er, and our whole life to Vhrist our Lord.” Here the Metropolitan 
nitered an ascription of praise to the Holy Trinity, and immediately 
afterwards offered up a prayer very similar to one of those in the English 
office of matrimony. Where the mention of the couple being joined 
together was made, the whole aseemblage which assisted in the 
ceremony crossed themselves devoutly, After this prayer the 
Deacon appre ached the Metropolitan with a salver, on which lay two 
crowns. ‘Taking one of these in his hands he made with it the sign 
of the cross over the head of the Czarewitch, saying, “ The servant of 
God, Alexander Alexandrowitch, is crowned for the handmaid of God, 
Maria Feodorowna, in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost.” He then gave the crown, on which was a medal- 
lion of the Saviour, to his Imperial Highness to be kissed, and next 
placed it on the head of the bridegroom. The same words, with a 
verbal difference, were pronounced over the bride, who was 
also crowned; and the benediction was given: “O Lord our 
God! crown them in like mannerewith glory ahd honour.” The 
‘ Prokimenon ” was then sung to the 8ih tone thus :-—*“ Thon hast 
yut crowns of precious stones upon their heads; they asked life of 
Thee, and Thou gavest them a long life; for Thou shall give them 
the blessing of etermal life ; Thou shalt make them glad with the joy 
of thy countenance.” The “ Reader” then read the Epistle of the 
Office, taken from the fifth chapter of the Epistle to the Ephesians, 
beginning at the twentieth verre. The “Epistle” contains only a 
few words more than the parsage read in the Exhortation in the 
English service, The Reader it in a very low voice, and 
gradually increased the pitéh until he came to the words, “ And let 
the wife see that she rever@née her husband.” Afterwards came, with 
much incenee, which was fusely weed during the whole service,

A golden 
ladle containing wine—ealled “the common cup ”—was brought, and 
the Metropolitan handing it alternately to the bride and tailegiem, 
they sipped it each three times—in symbolical allusion to the marri 
in Cana. Now came the ceremony before which the marriage might 
have been dissolved; after which it was indissoluble. Taking the 
bridegroom and bride by the hatid, he tarned them round three 
times in mystical allusion to the Holy Trinity, the choir singing, 
“ Exult, O Isaiah, for a virgin has conceived and

Metropolitan now took off the bridegroom's crown, saying, “ Be thou | 


exalted, O bridegroom, like unto Abraham, blessed like unto Isaac, 
and multiplied like unto Jacob. Walk in peace, and do all accord- 
ing to the commandments of God.” Having removed the crown and 
placed it on the salver again, he turned to the bride, and taking off 
the crown, said: “And thou, O bride! be thou exalted like unto 
Sarah, and rejoice like unto Rebecca, and multiply like unto Rachel ; 
rejoice with thy husband, and keep the ways of the law; and the 
blessing of God be with thee.” Two short. prayers were then said, 
and at the direction of the Metropolitan the husband and the wife 
kissed each other three times; and then the august bridegroom 
and bride proceeded towards the Emperor and respectfully bowed to 
his Imperial Majesty, who most tenderly kissed them both. Hand 
in hand they then went to the Empress and deeply’ bowed to her 
Imperial Majesty, who united them in an ardent embrace. Some 
tears dropped from her eyes, but these were tears of joy. Another 
srayer was then said, and the Metropolitan gave the concluding 

nediction in these words :—“ He who by his presence in Cana of 
Galilee declared marriage honourable, Christ our True God, through 
the prayers of His most pure mother, of the holy, glorious, and 
illustrious Apostles, and of the Emperor and Empress Constantine 
and Helena, equal to the Apostles, of the holy and illustrious martyr 
Procopius and of all saints, will have mercy upon us and save us, 
for He is good and the Lover of Mankind.” 

Nothing could exceed the grandeur of the service, which was most 
impressively performed, and was regarded by those present with the 
deepest attention and the teat reverence. The pure accent of 
the bride in the pronunciation of the Sclavonic words was fre- 
quently remarked by the Russians among the guests. Then the 
bridegroom and the bride returned to their places. His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales went to offer to Fee his felicitations, 
and heartily shook hands with them both. The Prince of Wales 
was followed by the Crown Princes of Prussia and Denmark and all 
the members of the Imperial family and other foreign princes, who 
complimented one by onc the august bride and bridegroom, Mean- 
time a “Te Deum” wassung by the clergy ; and to the thankagivings 
offered to the Most High the guns of the fortress mingled their thun- 
dering voice 101 times, After having received the felicitations from 
the members of the holy synod and of the Court clergy, their Imperial 
Majesties and the august newly-married couple left the chapel in the 
same order they had entered it. 

In the evening there was a grand ball, which formed a part of the 
marriage festivities. There was, however, really no dancing. The 
Imperial wedding-party walked a polonaise through the crowded 
hall, and it was so arranged that at the end of this performance one 
of the Grand Dukes entered to announce that the quarters prepared 
for the young couple in the Anitchkine Palace were ready, and then 
all the company departed and went through the streets in the state 
carriages to see the bride and bridegroom home—the streets bein 
splendidly illuminated. The ball took place in the St. George's Hall, 
at the Winter Palace, so called from a bas-relief of St. George an 
the Dragon being displayed above the throne at the end of the hall, 

One of the most striking figures at the marriage and at the ball 
in the evening was Schamyl, the Circassian chief. His present 
residence is near Moscow; but he had been invited to Court on this 
occasion, and came attended by his son and a young boy, and the 
Fngraving represents the group as they stood in the ball-room. The 
old man held his beads in his fingers and passed them along, indi- 
cating that prayer was on his tongue. Some of the officers at times 
spoke to him; and, when the Emperor passed, he smiled and made 
an Ofiental salutation. He weats the sheepskin hat which is 
the style of his country, but the u oy of it is wrapped round 
with white cloth, which indicates that he has been at Mecca, and is 
entitled to be called a “hadji.” Although an old man, he still 
looks hale, and has years of life yetin him. His son seems a man 
of about forty—tall, stout, and heavy in the expression of his face, 
With his high hat of sheepskin, he was a towering figure. His 
costume is that usually worn in Cireassia—that ia, it has a row of 
small pockets on each breast, which contains a charge of powder 
and ball for the musket or pistol. The coat is of blue eloth trimmed 
with silver; the sleeves are very long, and a Circassian shows his 
respect to superiors by concealing his hands in them. 

The Illustration on p. 509 shows the grand entrance to the New 
Hermitage, where the Prince of Wales has been residing at St, 
Petersburg. This magnificent palace was called the “ Hermitage” 
because Catherine II. used to retire here from the duties of office and 
enjoy herself among men of science, literature, and art. This palace 
is now the principal museum of St, Petersburg, and is full of 
antiquities, sculptures, and pictures. The Walpole collection of 
pietures is a part of this grand collection, and many others which 
were bought entire at high prices have been added from time to 





time, such as the collection of the Empress Josephine and the 
gallery of Mr. Coesvelt, of Amsterdam. One of the most 
important parts of this museum is the collection of antiquities 
from the Kertch Museum, All the really valuable articles 
in that collection had been, luckily, removed before the 
occupation of that place by the allied army of the Crimea, In 


this department of the museum there are articles found on Russian 
territory from the Crimea to Siberia, remains of the ancient Scythian 
people, about which such vague ideas are afloat at the present day. 
A great many of these remains are as old as the fourth century 
before Christ, and are covered with ornament and sculpture of ahigh 
atyle of art, evidently the work of Greek artists. The type of the 


people, their costume and implements of war are clearly seen, This 
wonderful and unique collection is almost unknown to Europe, The 
rooms occupied by the Prince are fronting the Neva. They were all 


newly done up for the Prince's reception. By means of an arch a 
communication is made with the Winter Palace; and, by a similar 
means on the other side, the Prince can, without going out of doors, 
step into the Emperor's private theatre. In the View s corner of the 
Winter Palace is seen, and in the distance is Isaac’s Cathedral, 
with its golden dome. The coloseal figures, which adorn the entrance 
of the Hermitage, as shown in our Dlustration, are of grey granite, 

The portraits of their Imperial Highnesses the bride and bride- 
groom are engraved from the best photographs, The Czarewitch 
Alexander is the second son, but eldest surviving, of the Emperor 
Alexander II., now reigning, and of the Empress Maria, a Princess 
of the Grand Ducal family of Hesse. The eldest son, the late 
Czarewitch Nicholas, died at Nice in the spring of 1865, and Princess 
Dagmar, who had, by the desire of his distressed parents, accom- 
panied them to the deathbed of her betrothed husband, was induced 
then and there to promise that she would comply with his own 
earnest request by becoming the affianced bride of his next surviving 
brother. The present Czarewitch was born March 10, 1845, and is 
therefore twenty-one years of age. Princess Maria Sophia Frederica 
Dagmar, fourth child but second daughter of the King and Queen of 
Denmark, was born Nov. 26, 1847,

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THE KING OF ITALY AT VENICE, 

THE festive reception*of King Victor Emmanuel, on his arrival at 
Venice on the 7th inst., was one of the most splendid pageants ever 
seen in that famous city. The King, having embarked at the rail- 
way station in the beautiful state barge prepared for his entry, was 
escorted by a procession of barges, launches, and gondolas, contain- 
ing the municipal dignitaries, the Government officials and repre- 
sentatives of all the most aristocratic families of Venice, through 
the Grand Canal to the Piazzetta adjoining the Doge’s Palace, where 
he landed and walked across the Piazza of St. Mark to attend 
Divine worship in the Cathedral. 

The weather, unluckily, was dull and misty; but an immense 
multitude of spectators thronged the quays, the bridges, the 
windows, balconies, and roofs of the houses, or swarmed in boats 
and gondolas on the canal, and on board vessels in the harbour 
within sight. A profusion of gay colours was displayed by hangin, 
out curtains and carpets from the houses, with innumerable copi:s 
of the national flag, both great and small. One of the English corre- 
spondents writes :—“ Long before the time the King was to arrive the 
canal was lined far up with row upon row of gondolas. Those of the 
greatest interest were the large four and eight oared gondolas of the 
municipality, the parishes, guilds, and nobility. The eight-oared gon- 
dolas, which are called ‘bissoni’ (a corruption of the Italian word 
biscione, which means a great water-serpent), had generally a large 
erection in the centre—a great canopy, supported by four or more 
pillars, while the canopies of the four-oared boats, or ‘ paotti,’ were 
made somewhat in the form of an overhanging shell, the supports 
being concealed. The boats themselves were entirely hidden by 
festooned hangings of the same colours as those of the canopies, so 
that they were moving masses of colour, The forms of the 
gondolas differed as much as their hues, but all were constructed 
upon historical models. Some ran forward into a formidable beak 
near the water's edge, some had a lofty prow, some had shields with 
armorial bearings, some figures supporting waving scarves and 
draperies. They were one blaze of colour, and each different from 
the others. The costumes of the oarsmen were, like the decorations 
of the boats themselves, all of strict historical aceuraty, and were 
taken from family and other records of the costumes of the gondoliers 
upon great triumphal occasions during the Middle Ages. There 
were black velvet doublets, tight leggings, one red and one yellow, 
great Vandyke collars, red scarves, black velvet caps with white 
feathers, violet doublets, white silk sleeves and puffed trunks, 
slashed with gold—the canopy and hangings of their barge were of 
green velvet ; crimson velvet jackets, with white satin sleeves and 
loose puffed breeches slashed with green velvet, with Violet velvet 
canopy and white satin lining; green velvet jackets, with cloth-of- 
gold. sleeves and trunks, with gold and gauze hangings; barges 
similar to the above, but with blue, yellow, and red velvet hangings 
and canopy. In one barge the rowers bad cloth-of-gold tunics, 
bound with a red sash, cloth-of-silver loose sleeves and trunks, 

ellow shoes, black velvet caps with red plumes, and long curling 
1air—of courre, wigs. Some of the hangings and canopies were of 
lighter materials ; one was of fine gauze sprinkled With gold, another 
of blue, and one of rose-coloured muslin with silver stars, Some 
of the rowers were in striped dresses, blue, violet, and yellow, 
siiver; some in rieh silk damasks; some in complete 
white, with coloured or gold searves or sashes, One boat had rowers 
in violet velvet, with yellow silk sleeves and sash, long loose white 
silk trousers, and flat yellow silk caps with white plumes, Some 
represented the nationalties of past times. The Turks were entirely 
in red and black, with round flat turbans, quite unlike what the 
Turks wear at present, but exactly resembling those in the pictures 
of battles with the Ottomans inthe Ducal Palace. The Spaniards 
had a peculiar and Mephistophelian aspect: green velvet jackets, 
tight-fitting pantaloons—one leg white, the other red—pointed 
shoes ; small, round, red velvet caps, with erect feathers, The Greeks 
were also in full Greek costume : scarlet jackets and fezes and long 
white skirts, The costumes were infinite in variety of hue and in 
material, Velvet, cloth, satin, silk, and cloths of gold and silver, 
Violet, green, pink, blue, yellow, crimson, and black were the 
favourite colours for the dov)lets ; whilst the breeches were rally 
of the same colour, but slashed with white silk and gold. stock- 
ings were generally white. The caps were almost all of velvet, to 
match the dress, with white or coloured plumes; but some were of

unceasing applause his Majesty encountered up to the Piazzetta di 
San Marco, opposite which the ships of war fired salutes and the 

rds were manned while his Majesty disembarked. There was an 
mmense crowd awaiting him, and the usually silent grand palace of 
the Doges re-echoed with the shouts of ihoneands of spectators 
owe on the Loggia. The ecclesiastical authorities received the 
té Galantuomo, and conducted him into St, Mark's, to hear the 
“Te Deum” solemnly intoned by the Cardinal Patriarch in full cos- 
tume.

The Legend of St. Cecilia. A Cantata, The words by Henry F. 
Chorley ; the music by Jules Benedict. (Lamborn Cock, Addison, 
and Co.) This is the titleof Mr. Benedict's new work, which was so 
successfully produced at the recent Norwich Festival. Never was 
success more richly deserved, Mr. Benedict is a veteran musician, 
who has been domiciled among us during nearly the whole period of 
his artistic life, and has devoted his genius almost wholly to the 
service of the English public. His operas, “The Gipsy’s Warning,” 
“The Brides of Venice,” “The Crusaders,” and “The Rose of 
Killarney,” have placed him in the highest rank among the com- 
posers for our lyrical stage; his cantatas, “ Undine” and “ Kichard 
Coeur de Lion,” are among the most beautiful works of their class ; 
and his numerous other productions, both vocal and instrumental, 
attest the versatility as well as the greatness of his powers. All this 
he has done while he has been indefatigable in his labours as an in- 
structor in his art, this being the only branch of the musical 
profession which is duly remunerated in England. In Con- 
tinental countries a man of genius may reap, not only 
honour, but also emolument, as a composer. Not so with us; 
a musician, let him have the genius of a Beethoven, a Weber, ora 
Meyerbeer, must submit to the drudgery of teaching. He is 
doomed, for his livelihood, to spend his life in “ cutting blocks with 
a razor,” in wearing out his faculties and blunting his sensibility in

This is sacred music of the very highest 
order, and the fugal treatment of the principal theme emulates the 
grandest efforts of Handel. This is followed by a dramatic scene, 
Valerianus being a noble Roman, the Prefect is willing to spare him 
and counsels him to escape by flight from the impending doom ; but 
Valerianus spurns the proffered mercy, and the Prefect pronounces 
upon both the sentence of death. A mournful funeral march is 
heard as the victims are led to execution ; and th® concluding scene 
ints the martyrdom: of Cecilia, the voice of the dying saint being 
lenued with the triamphant hallelujahs of the heavenly choir. In 
the composition of this finale the author has evidently had in view 
the unrivalled Titiens, whose powers of voice, expression, and exe- 
cution were taxed to the very uttermost, and who produced an effect 
which it would be vain to attempt to describe. 

In Heavenly Love Abiding. A sacred song (the poetry from the

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GREAT damage was done on Thursday and ey | week by the 
flooding of the streams coming from the Yorkshire, Derbyshire, and 
Lancashire hills, There had been a considerable rainfall during the 
last few weeks, and on the Tuesday evening, for about seven or eight 
hours before the great shower of meteors, there was a succession of 
short but sharp storms, accompanied by thunder, lightning, hail, 
snow, and rain. The temperature went down considerably, and 
during the greater part of the Tuesday night there was a heavy fall of 
rain and the streams were much swollen. A good deal of rain fell 
on the Wednesday and Thursday, but at night it fell in torrents, and 
continued with little intermission till noon on Friday. 

The rivers Irwell, Irk, and Medlock, in their course through Man-

chester, were found to be rapidly rising from daybreak to noon. The 
Irwell rose higher than it has done for thirty years, and there has 
been no flood probably for the last fifteen years that has reached to 
within 10ft. to 12 ft. of the same height. Trees torn up by the 
roots, floating down the stream in front of the cathedral, were among 
the earlier indications of the damage done higher up the river. A 
cottage staircase was another and more serious intimation of disaster 
somewhere. The river had risen at this point to a level above the 
highest arch of the new bridge into Salford. The Strangeways- 
road, from the Assize Courts towards Higher Broughton, was some 
feet under water, and the opposite side of the river in Salford was

ng them speak to each other in the way of dialogue? The 
jnestion hardly requires an answer. We should then not have known 
hose characters of Shakspeare at all; it would not have entered 
into Shakspeare’s mind to conceive them. They are not the creatures 
of the visual fancy, but of humour and passion finding natural 
in speech, by which the character is at once developed and 

a far higher degree than by the attitude and movements 
of the body, or the liveliest physiognomical demonstrations. Could 
even an actor like Garrick have produced an adequate representation 
of Hamlet or Othello in dumb show ? 

If such are the necessary shortcomings of the art-illustration of 
poetry, so much the more admirable is the genius of a designer who
